Man Here 20,000 Years

Dr, Frank, C. Hibben, University of New
Mexico anthropologist, believes he has estab-
lished peyond doubt that the fact that man
existed in America some 20,000 years ago.
Hibben bases his opinion on a test made two
moriths ago at the University of Michigan.

That test involved the tusk of a mammoth
found in a New Mexico cave almost seventeen
yeats ago. The tusk was buried under debris
with other items indicating some form of man
had been living at the time of the burial,

Although the tusk was found almost
seventeen years ago, it was not until three
years ago that Dr, Hibben submitted the tusk
to the University of Michigan for a radiation
test, After many delays and many inconclusive
efforts — caused by radlation from atomic
weapons — the report came through two
months ago that the tusk was probably
/20,000 years old. ° .

On June 27th of the same year, after riots
and beatings, the National Assembly author-
ized popular elections for President by a unani-
mous 163-4 vote. Rhee was then elected, al-
though many irregularities were charged dur-
ing the election.

Americans acquainted with the situation in
South Korea regret that the President has
asked for the power to dissolve the legislative
body. They also fear the consequences if anti-
Rhee forces. win the May 20th elections. Al-
together, it is a sad commentary on tHe state
of democracy in the eountry for which over
100,000 Americans became c¢asualties,

Hasty Treaty

ILL- ADVISED RATIFICA-
TION' In the year 1945 the
Senate of the United States in-
volved thig nation in the most
dnngeroug and costly entangle-
ment of its entire history. The
Charter of the United Nations
was drafted during the period
April 26 to June 26 of that
yeéar under the guldance of the
American traitor, Alger Hiss,
and the Russian-born Commun-
ist Leo Pavolsky, 1t whs prompt-
ly ratified by our Senate and
became effective Oectober 25,
1045—omnly four months after
its drafting.

It is painfully obvious now
that the American people were
not given sufficient informa.
tion with respect to the trea-
ty—the UN Charter—which so
shortly was to become bind-
ing upén them, and that the
U, 8. Senate did not give it
sufficient consideration before
ratifying it,

The hasty and ill-tonsidered
ratification of this Commun-
ist:inspired UN Charter has
alreadyr cost the United States
25,604 dead, 103,492 wounded,
and 7085 missing men, plus
untold billietis of dollars; and
it hds brought to us our first
military defeat, a surrender to
bandits constituting no recog:
nized government in the world,

Moreover, the UN has pro-
vidéd & means by which Com-
munist espionage agents may
travel the lerigth and breadth
of this nation with complete
immunity from our domestic
laws, and it has placed seri-
ous restrictlons upon the sover-
eignty afid independent action
of the United Btates.

WHILE WHE SLEPT: Thts
shocking situation is the re-
sult of something that was
done Wwhile the American peo-
ple were not looking and while
the U. S. Senate was either
derelict in its duties or was
so preoccupled with something
else that it failed to realize
the iniquitous ndture of this
treaty called the. UN Charter,

Now, while out attention is.
concentrated on the successful
attempts of Pentagon and
other executive appointees to
suspend and forestall further
investigations of the McCarthy

b tee into C
infiltration, and while we are
further distracted by events in
Indochina and Geneva, strenu-
ous efforts are urder way to
catch us off guard again and
take away what remains of our
liberty. Those who would
wipe out the last vestige of
United States sovereignty and
place us under the control of
a World Government are work-
ing diligently for the adoption
of their amendmetits to the UN
Charter In 1055, Unless we
withdraw from the UN before
the adoption of these proposed
amendments, they will, if
adopted, spell the death of our
Republic and- the end of out
individual liberty.

The blueprints for re-making
the UN into & World Btate, of
which we would be subjects
were drawn in London'in 1953
by the London Rarliamentary
Conference an World Govern-
ment, an organization working
in close collabotation with the
United World Federalists of

boration with the United World
Federalists, are known as plans
“A” and “B,” with “A” as the
preferred plan and “B” as the
compromise to be pressed for
if there is too much reslgtango
to "A" .

Under plan “A,” the pro-
ponents of World Government
state: “The recommendations
involve substantial amendment
of the UN Charter designed
to produce a genuine, and, we
believe, workable scheme of
world government to replace
the present international anar-
chy. . . . Recommendation.
Membership. should be open to

“ all states of the world, and all

must be urged to join.”
Obviously, if this recommen-
dation is adopted by a major-
ity vote of the UN members,
Red China and .all the Com-
munist aggressors not only
would be invited to join, but
would be urged to join.
Contintiing with respect to
the

tion states: “Once membership .
has been accepted, contifiued
membership must be compul:
sory. There must be no right
to secession , . . ”

We are, of course, already
members of the UN, If our
Government fails to cancel our
membership before stich time
as this recommendation mak-
ing continueds membership com-
pulsory may be adopted—and
it should be noted here thagt
the present Administration not
only intends to continue mem-
bership, but to ask for umr:tr}gi
ments which will give the.
even greater authority over the
U. S.—then we shall have for-
feited forever all possibility of.
withdrawing from the UN
short of shopting our way out.

PUNITIVE ACTION. It is
clear that should we attempt
withdrawal after -adoption of
the proposed amendments, pun-
itive actlon would be taken
against us by the UN.— and
such action could very well
be a UN-declared war upon
us.

Disarmament of member na-
tlons is a part of this insi-
dious plan, but the UN per
se is to have what i called
a UN Police force whose “mem-
bers should owe exclusive al-
legiance to the UN.” No nation
would be permitted to have
a choice in the matter of place-
ment of this so-called Police
force, nor would any nation be
permitted “to refuse ‘the pre.
sence of members of the UN
Police on its soil.”

In order to have even moré
substantial control, the produc-
tion aof atomic weapons would
be prohibited through authori-
ty of the UN, and a function
of the UN Police would be to
insure striet enforcement of
this directive, 8ince this same
Police force would likewisé su-
pervise the enforcement of all
other disarmament, it has in
these two proyisions the means
to give its own armed forces
complete control of all ‘mem-
ber nations,
